more than neighborhood acquaintance 
in South St. Louis, has announced 
opposition to the klan and support of 
the well-known “ light wines and beer" 
proposal.

in campaigns. 
He has been P ro s e c u t­ 
ing Attorney and Public A dm inistra­ 
tor in Jackson County, serving 
in 
both offices in a manner to avoid 
public criticism. 
He volunteered for service in the 
war and was a member of 
a 
tank 
corps. 
H e is popular with ex-service 
men, and is expected to have their 
support to the extent that they could 
be lined Up for any one candidate. 
Jacobs ha^ been campaigning act­ 
ively since early in January. 
He has

territory. The grievance of the Imli- 
ans was that the white hide hunters 
were destroying the herds of bugal >, 
Lhvic chief source of livelihood. 


Carrying out their policoy of ex­ 
termination, the Indians embarked on 
a ruthlut-* and 
unceasing 
warfare. 
More than two hundred people had 
been killed in the Southwest 
that 
spiting, and leaders among the white 
im n feared a general uprising. 
Had 
the attack on Adobe Walls been suc­ 
cessful there probably would 
haw 
been an uprising which would 
have 
cost thousands of lives, and. in addi­ 
tion, vfictery for the Indians would 
have meant 
the 
retarding of west­ 
ward expansion and would have 
af­ 
fected profoundly the whole later his­ 
tory of the Southwest. 
At the time of the battle, the nor­ 
mal populati orvof Adobe Walls was 
about twelve, but .this number 
had 
been increased to twenty-eight, 
in 
preparation 
for 
a big buffalo hunt 
planned for June 27. 
Discu-sin plans 
for the hunt, the men had not retired 
until 1 o’clock in the morning. 
Be­ 
cause their number was larg*. r 
than 
usual, (the inhabitants felt so secure 
that the customary watch for Indians 
was not kept. 
The horses were 
in­ 
side the Stockade tied to wagons, so 
.that an early start could be 
made. 
There was no thought of danger. 
The breaking of the ridge pole in 
Hanrahan’s saloon was »the only thing 
that saved the lives of the little band 
of plainsmen gathered in the stock­ 
ade on that memorable day. 
It was 
about 2 o’clock in the morning that 
the ridge pole broke, makinrgfi such a 
violent noisothat it awoke the entire 
party. Although the roof did not give 
vay entirely, it was sagging in such 
a threatening manner that everyone 
f*-11 to and helped repair the damage. 
By the time the work was finished it 
was dawn. 
Billy Dixon, a scout, 
who 
was a 
mi mber of the hunting party, went 
down to the creek to got his pony, 
which he had staked there. 
As 
be 
reached the creek he saw what ap­ 
peared to be an army of In d ian s in 
vlhoiK te against 
the sunrise. 
The 
rodmen had on their war bonnets and 
were eoimng at a gallop. 
As soon as 
they saw they were discovered 
they 
gave th. war whoop and lashed their 
]. hies at top speed. 
Dixon fired and 
dashed for the Cockade to give 
the 
alarm. 
It was the usual custom of Indians 
when making such an attack to eircli 
the buildings, kill anyone who hap­ 
pened to be outside, drive i ff the live­ 
stock then itake their departure. 
It 
was supposed th^y would follow these 
tactics now. 
It was soon apparent, 
however, that was not their plan on 
this occasion. 
Expecting to find the 
white men asleep, it was the Indians’ 
intention to kill their victims 
with 
clubs, sU-al the horses and l>e on their 
way to other conquests. 
Their murderous designs could have 
bien accomplished easily but for the 
rousing of the party of (plainsmen by 
the accident to the 
ridge 
poie and 
Dixon’s early start for his horse. The 
Indians were so enraged at being re­ 
pulsed that after lighting for twelve 
hours, they laid siege to the stockade. 
They broke every pane of glass in the

Hcney That Maddens Men 


Honey was eaten in all parts of the 
ancient world, and the peculiarities 
of the various kinds of honey were 
known which were unpleasant to the 
taste or deleterious in th ir effects. 
There was for example, a Mauretan­ 
ian honey which 
was unwholesome. 
The honey produced in the southeast 
corner of the Black Sea, in the, dis­ 
trict which lies 
between Trebizond 
and Erzerum, was often “maddening“ 
in its vffects. Thi honey of Henicelia 
Pontic«, farther to the west, was in 
certain seasons deleterious. 
The vic­ 
tim rolled upon 
the 
ground in 
an 
agonized sensation of extreme heat. 
Colchis, farther to the north, 
round 
the coast of the Black Sea, has also 
fallon under suspicion of producing 
“maddening” honey. 
Prof. McLean says that nothing, he 
tells me, can be found in the flower­ 
ing records which can be used ns a 
evidence against any of the species of 
plants, which are quoted by the var­ 
ious authorities, to prove that they 
are naturally poisonous, nor is any­ 
thing known of the Black Sea littor­ 
al, which provides a basis for the idea 
hat climate determined the poison­ 
ous nature of the ¡honey. 
There are, 
in fact, no grounds for supposing that 
there is anything poisonous in 
the 
honey itself provided t-hat it is 
col­ 
lected normally by a nectar-collect­ 
ing insect. 
But, in sessions, he says, “when the 
competition for nectar pollen is in­ 
tense, many insect types 
adopt 
a 
biting habit, piercing the tissues of 
many plants 
of 
different type, in 
search of short cuts to food supply; 
while other types fail to develop this 
new habiit. 
I have known many in­ 
sects 
not 
drunk, 
but 
completely 
stupefied after a period of flower bit­ 
ing while collecting 
nectar. 
From 
this they recover 
after 
periods of 
from 8 to 24 hours. The inference is 
that in seasons when the biting habit 
is common, honey may be poisoned 
frequently by the 
toxins 
of plants 
which have been biten. 
I knew 
of 
so-called poisoned honey in Liege in 
a season when the luting habit was 
very common, and on asking a 
bee­ 
keeper on the point, h< said that 
in 
1893, a year also when the biting ha­ 
bit was common, poisoned honey was 
known”.—Washington ! ’ost.
